The time of day

dark at night, for example, and most stores will 
be closed. Snow blankets the ground in winter, 
and the leaves will turn pretty colors in the fall. 
Even special seasonal events are tied to the time 
and date you set. Enter them correctly and 
your Animal Crossing life will closely 
mirror your own.

Rover also 
wonders what you’re planning to do about money. Each 
answer you give helps decide the finer points of what your 
character will look like when the bus comes to a stop. The 
top answers are a bit more upbeat, so you’ll likely end 
up with a more positive outlook (big dreamy eyes, rosy 
cheeks, a grin on your face, etc.). Pick the bottom answers 
and your moody glower may begin to upset Rover. 

No matter 
which answers 
you choose, 

Rover advises 
that you visit 
the town hall 
the moment 
you arrive. He 
then hands 

you a map of your town, showing you exactly where the 
town hall is located. You get to keep the map and can 
check it again whenever you like. 
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Well, here 
you are! The 
bus drops 
you off at the 
foot of your 
new stomp¬ 
ing grounds. 
Big things lie 
ahead, but the 
first thing to do is visit the town hall. Rover 
reminds you of this as you step off the bus, 
but he doesn’t come with you. Maybe he’s 
got a hot date in the city? 


After telling 
Rover your 
name, tell 
him that your 
name is either 
cool or cute.

A 
great way to capture those fun moments!

Each time you begin a new life in Animal Crossing: City 
Folk , your town will sport a random layout, though it will 
always contain the same major shops and buildings. In 
addition, each new town you create comes with a mix of 
six random neighbors. Some neighbors will stick around 
for quite a while; others may decide to pack up and move 
on. Check the “Neighbors and Friends” chapter for the 
full list of unique characters you might meet as you play, 
including special visitors who appear only occasionally.

All of this is possible because 
Animal Crossing runs off the time and date you gave to 
Rover during your first bus ride into town. 


As you can see, life in Animal Crossing really is a lot like 
life in the real word. Keep this in mind as you play!

Moving Stuff Around 

Cramming 
your house full 
of stuff is good 
fun, but you’ll 
be covered in 
clutter if you 
don’t organize 
things.

The Bus Stop 
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Some neighbors may ask that ^

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Fruit Trees 


Growing and caring for trees and flowers is both fun and 
rewarding. The better your town looks, the happier your 
neighbors and friends will be. Follow these simple steps to 
keep your town looking great. 


Planting Flowers and Trees 


Covering 
your town 
in lush trees 
and beautiful 
flowers is 
easy: just buy 
some saplings 
and flower 
seeds from 

Tom Nook (or swipe some from the lost-and-found), then 
walk around town, planting each one wherever you like. 
You don’t need any tools to plant flowers and saplings, so 
you can start beautifying your town as soon as you please. 
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Follow these three steps to get your town looking its best: 

1. Use a shovel to dig out a 16 x 16 square (16 holes 
down, 16 holes across). 

Make sure there are between 12 and 15 trees, 6 
to 10 flowers, and no weeds in the area you’ve 
dug out (plant stuff if necessary). 

Fill in the rest of the holes you dug (stand next to 
the holes and press CD or cm to quickly kick them 
full of dirt). 

That’s it! Every town has enough space for 25 of 
these 16x16 square areas, so you’ve got your work 
cut out for you. Once all your trees are fully grown, 
visit the town hall and ask Felly or Phyllis about 
the environment. You’ll be overjoyed at what your 
neighbors are saying! 




Fruit trees 
take a bit 
more effort to 
plant, but the 
rewards can 
be great. First, 
buy a shovel 
from Tom 
Nook. Then 

walk around town, shaking fruit trees to knock down their 
fruit. Pick up each piece of fruit, then dig some holes with 
your shovel. Open your pockets and plant the fruit you’ve 
found into the holes to make a little fruit tree sprout up. 

Tom Nook 
pays Bells for

Different towns grow different fruit, however, so visit your 
friends’ towns and trade different types of fruit with them.

Maintaining Your Garden 

Planting trees 
and flowers 
is easy, but

Buy a watering can from Tom Nook, and give your 
saplings and flowers a good watering every once in a 
while. If you see your trees and flowers turn brown and 
wither, you’re not watering them often enough. 






































Watering your flowers and saplings can be a lot of 
work, but these special watering cans help make it 
easier. 


Silver Watering Can 
Buy 50 bags of seed from Tom Nook to earn this 
improved watering can, which sports a bigger 
watering radius for faster gardening. 

Gold Watering Can

then speak to Felly at the town hall to receive a gold 
watering can for all your hard work. See the previous

The museum doesn’t take 
Gyroid donations, but Tom Nook will buy Gyroids from you 
for a good price. 
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The standard shovel gets the job done, but the silver and 
gold varieties look a lot cooler and are a bit more useful. 

Silver Shovel 

Swing by the city for a chance at visiting Resetti’s 
Surveillance Center, where the silver shovel can be found. 
The silver shovel gives you a 10% chance for more Bells 
when you go around smacking rocks. See the “City Folk” 
chapter for details. 

Golden Shovel 

Buy two shovels and bury one of them in the ground in 
a place you won’t forget. Wait four days and then dig 
up the shovel to find it transformed into one made of 
solid gold!

We’ve covered all the stuff you can do in town, but of course, the more Bells you have, the more things you can do. So, 
let’s review some fast moneymaking schemes. 
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Selling stuff to Tom Nook is a great way to earn money. 

You won’t have any tools when you first get to town, 
however, so you’re a bit limited in the early goings. A 
good place to start is the beach: head down and collect 
seashells to sell to Tom, then try to buy a shovel, a net, or 
a fishing rod—these tools can all help you make lots of 
easy Bells! 
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Another way 
to make fast 
Bells in the 
early stages 
of the game 
is through the 
turnip trade. 

A special

named Joan visits your town every Sunday from 
6:00 a.m. to noon; you’ll find her just wandering about.

If you participate in auctions, 
you’ll periodically receive letters from the 
auction house. This is the only time you’ll 
see the auction paper. 


• You must have enough Bells in your pockets to cover 
your bid (there’s an ABD machine out in the plaza if 
you need more Bells). 

• The Bells you bid are held by the auction house until 
the end of the auction. 


• When the auction ends, all items go to the highest 
bidders. If your bid was the highest, you walk away 
with the item you bid on. 

• If you put an item up for display and someone bids on 
it, you get the Bells and they get the item. 

• Bells and items are automatically transferred by the 
auction house when each auction ends. 


Some of the best items 
to display at auctions are silver and 
gold tools, such as silver axes and gold shovels. 

The normal versions of these tools don’t 
cost much to buy, but it takes time and effort 
to upgrade them. This means you can usually 
auction them off for huge profits!

Wowing the HRA 



Swing over to 
the city and 
pop into Lyle’s 
shop to learn 
all about the 
Happy Room 
Academy 
(HRA)-a 
mysterious 

group of home-decorating buffs who enjoy sneaking into 
other people’s homes and rating their decor. (Don’t worry; 
they never steal!) Tell Lyle you wish to sign up with the 
HRA and you’ll start getting regular evaluation letters from 
the Happy Room Academy in the mail. 

The HRA carefully inspects the inside of your house 
when you’re not around, looking to see how strong your 
decorating skills are. They rate your rooms based on a 
variety of factors, giving big points when you do things 
like complete a furniture series or theme and pay attention 
to the fine art of feng shui. Don’t worry if we’ve lost 
you here: we’re about to break everything down in the 
following sections! 



Plopping 
furniture and 
objects around 
your house 
makes for a 
sloppy mess, 
and that won’t 
win you many 
points with the 

HRA. Keep your place clean and organized, and be sure to 
squash any ugly roaches you see skittering about! 


Furniture was meant 
to be placed a certain way. For 
example, a chair’s back should be placed 
against a wall—it’s tough to sit on it otherwise! 
Make sure to spin your furniture into the 
proper position after shoving each piece into 
place; the HRA may deduct points if your 
room doesn’t seem functional. 


Feng shui is a very old belief that items and furniture can be arranged in 
your home to increase the flow of life’s energy, bringing you good health 
and good fortune. There are many rules and guidelines to feng shui in the 
real world, but Animal Crossing keeps it simple: just place objects of certain 
colors against the proper walls, and boom! Instant luck and HRA bonuses. 

The following diagrams show how to follow along with feng shui, but 
as a general rule, yellow items belong on the west wall, red items go 
against the east wall, and anything green should be placed to the south. 
Follow the art of feng shui and you’ll impress the Happy Room Academy, 
earning higher scores.

Furniture Series 

Furniture series look nice and consist of 10 individual 
pieces, plus wallpaper and flooring. You must own all 10 
pieces of a series in order to score the bonus points listed 
below. Once you own all 10 pieces, flooring and wallpaper 
can be factored in as special bonuses. 

• You earn 20,000 points for placing all 10 pieces of 
furniture in a room. 

• You earn 25,000 points for placing all 10 pieces of 
furniture in a room, plus flooring or wallpaper. 

• You earn 30,000 points when you have all 10 pieces 
of furniture, plus flooring and wallpaper (the complete 
series). 

Furniture Themes 

Furniture themes tend to be a bit more “out there” (space 
theme, boxing theme, etc.) compared to furniture series. 
It’s easier to score points with themes, as you just need 
to own the flooring and wallpaper to begin with. You may 
then rack up bonus points by adding pieces of furniture 
that belong to the theme. 

• You earn 3,000 points just for placing a theme’s 
flooring and wallpaper in a room. 

• You earn additional points when you start adding 
pieces of furniture that belong to the theme (3,000 x 
the number of themed furniture pieces in the room). 



































Furniture Sets 

Furniture sets are matching bits of furniture that can be 
added to any room to increase the room’s HRA score. Sets 
do not have flooring or wallpaper, only pieces of furniture, 
and can therefore be added to themed rooms and rooms 
based around a series. 

• Add a complete furniture set to any room and you’ll 
score 1,000 points for a piece in the set. (You must 
own the entire set to earn this bonus.) 


Even if your furniture 
doesn’t fall in with a specific theme or 
series, you’ll still earn some points by filling 
rooms with all the different types of furni¬ 
ture (bed, sofa, chair, table, lamp, dresser, etc.) 
and add flooring and wallpaper.
